City regulation 
nearly stopped 
assisted living 
space site

The proponents of an assisted 
living complex for people with 
mental health and mobility chal¬ 
lenges in The Quarters say it 
was all set to be built until it 
hit a snag — a city regulation 
designed, ironically, to increase 
diversity in the neighbourhood. 

The project, dubbed Bridge- 
way 1 wo, was the brainchild of 
the Edmonton People In Need 
Shelter Society, 
which saw it as 
much-needed 
new assisted 
living spaces. 

But accord¬ 
ing to its exec¬ 
utive director, 

Ron Allen, a 
city regulation 
— which requires new buildings 
to have 50 per cent of its space 
solely designated for residential 
use, like apartments — has ac¬ 
tually slowed Bridgeway Two. 

It's a rule designed to en¬ 
courage developers to construct 
buildings that ensure residents 
actually live in the historic neigh¬ 
bourhood. but in this case it only 
kept them out, Allen said. 

"The city has been really gtjod 
to us, but going through the 
bureaucratic steps was like a 
minefield." 


The Society has support from 
the Boyle Street Community 
League plus 514 million prom¬ 
ised from the province for the 
project, proposed to be built 
at 95 Street and 103A Avenue. 

It was just about to get a de¬ 
velopment permit when the 
regulatory problem was revealed. 

Current spaces to be 
demolished: Allen 

Allen said organizations like his 
are always under the gun on as¬ 
sisted living facilities. 

While Bridge way Two is pro¬ 
posed to be bigger than their 
curren t properties, their existing 
buildings are aging and will like¬ 
ly be demolished w r hen the new 
property opens. 

He said the Society also won't 
be able to afford to keep the old 
kmd — which is Located near the 
new site — so it 
will also be put 
for sale. 

There will be 
a net gain how¬ 
ever Bridgew r ay 
Two will have 97 
units, compared 
to the 72 units 
at the organiza¬ 
tion's current location, called 
Bridgeway One, in The Quarters. 

"There's a demand for these 
spaces, and not just for us," he 
said. “You're always playing 
catch-up in assisted living fa¬ 
cilities . M 

Project will move ahead 

At a public hearing in January, 
city councillors seemed surprised 
when it was revealed it was one 
of their own regulations ham¬ 
stringing the project.

Pat rid j said she stood help¬ 
less as j social worker took 
her baby daughter from the 
high chair in her kitchen four 
years ago.

“I'm trying very hand to get 
them to understand my case 
but it's not working, 1 " she said. 
“The judge has given them 
back six times now, and they 
still keep bugging me and bug¬ 
ging me.”

berta parents who tell Metro 
their children have been un¬ 
necessarily taken and placed 
in foster homes. The fight to 
get them back can be costly 
and complicated, and some 
feel nobody in the system is 
on their side. 

Alberta has launched a min- 
isterial panel review of the 
child welfare system, follow¬ 
ing outcry over the death of 
four-year-old Serenity, who 
had been in government care. 

Patricia, who identifies 
as Metis, said she initially 
reached out to social servi¬ 
ces for help, but that her case 
worker started noticing things 
they deemed unsuitable in 
her home. 

One reason the case worker 
gave for the initial app rehen- 
sion was that it was unclean, 
a claim she disputes. 

A "danger statement," writ¬ 
ten on a collaborative plan 
developed by a case worker in 
2014 — which Patricia shared 


with Metro —noted concerns 
with her mental health, a tack 
of stable housing and that she 
felt overwhe Lined by daily rou¬ 
tines. leading to neglect. 

“At First it was that they 
w r ere helping me manage, but 
as the months went along they 
found more and more things 
wrong with my house, more 
and more things wrong with 
what I was doing or how I was 
doing stuff," she said. 

“It was completely unfair. 
Because Ehey weren't listen¬ 
ing to what we were doing 
or saying." 

Tach rime the kids have 
been apprehended, following 
a judge’s order, she has been 
provided with a list of tasks 
to complete.. 

She gave Metro a certificate 
indicating her completion of 
a parent group, among other 
items. 

*1 completed all the tasks 
and then ] wouldn’t get them 
back. I'd have to sign another 
form and another paper," Pa¬ 
tricia said. 

She said her daughter is in 
a good foster home but her 
boys, who have ADHD, are 
more rambunctious every time 
she sees them. 

Patricia has been reduced 
from overnight visits to three- 
hour supervised visits, twice a 
week. She is certain her chil¬ 
dren want to be back home 
with her. “ J here are parents 
out there who need help," she 
said. “But there are parents out 
there who don’t need help, 
like me" 

'Jhe Children's Services Min¬ 
is try did not provide comment 
by deadline. 

Next week, we will have 
words with an agency that 
works with Indigenous parents 
in the child welfare system.

Supervised visits traumatic, 
says mother of two daughters 


Like Patricia, Jennifer — who 
Metro first spoke with last 
month — had her two daugh¬ 
ters apprehended four years 
ago after a case worker built 
up a list of issues.

The city is exploring the idea of 
building new public washrooms 
in the centre of the city. 

An online survey is currently 
collecting opinions from resi¬ 
dents, as part of a preli minar y 
assessment of the need for wash¬ 
rooms in Central MdJougall, 
Hoyle Street, McCauley, Oliver, 
Queen Mary Park and the Stony 
Plain Road business area from 
149 Street to 170 Street. 

Currently public washrooms 
in the city are few and far be¬ 


tween, and the ones that exist 
— often in parks — are locked 
in winter or at night. 

A notable exception is the 
sleekly designed commode on 
Whyte Avenue that opened to 
much fanfare in 2012, and was 
the subject of a mini-documen- 
taiy by local filmmaker Adam 
Bentley a year later. 

But homeless advocates have 
long pushed for more facilities 
open to the public, especially 
downtown. 

Hayley Irving, the intake and 
referral co-ordinator at Boyle 
itreet Community Services, said 
she's pleased city staff are com¬ 
ing to the centre Friday to survey 
Boyle's clients. 

“It's about the dignity of our 
community, being able to access 
a washroom without having 
to ask. They get rejected very 
often." she said. “Its disparaging 
and disappointing that we don't 
have access in places where we 


know there are no options." 

She said her clients are often 
forced to relieve themselves out¬ 
side — which the n also some¬ 
times means a ticket from po¬ 
lice. 

“We're hoping that our city 
will recognize that this is some¬ 
thing that's really needed, and 
it will give back the dignity to a 
lot of our community that don't 
always feel like they're valued 
and important , h 

The survey — part of a linger 
city effort to examine the needs 
of the community and designs 
used by other cities — is the 
result of a notice of motion pre¬ 
sented by Coun. Scott Me Keen 
back in October. 

He asked city administration 
to examine what it would take 
to have year-round washrooms. 

The final report will be pre¬ 
sented to the Community and 
Iriblic Services Committee in 
early April.

Transcend closure reopens debate 



DOWNTOWN REVITALIZATION 

Rut tew see 
deeper meaning 
in shuttering of 
coflee shop

For an urban retail business, 
success is all down to people 
on the street — and Transcend 
Coffee just wasn't attracting 
them. 

“We needed 100 more 
people walking through the 
door each day," said Paul Mark, 
reflecting on this weeks clos¬ 
ure of his shop in the Mercer 
Warehouse building on 104 
Street, mere steps from Rog¬ 
ers Place Arena. 

Mark's decision to shutter 
his third, and newest, loca¬ 
tion this week has opened 
an ongoing debate about the 
success of Edmonton’s larger 
downtown revitalization pro¬ 
ject — though many think 
the discussion is wrongheaded 
or that the shop itself wasn't 
the right frt for downtown's 


changing clientele. 

Mark told Metro he expected 
the sub-level location that the 
coffee shop took over two years 
ago would be difficult to make 
work, as it's far from Jasper 
Avenue and other big drivers 
of foot traffic, 


But he also said the hope 
was there would he a bump 
in that foot traffic after Rog¬ 
ers Plate opened, yet he didn't 
see it, 

“People at night are looking 
for beer, not for coffee," he 
said. “We thought we'd get a lot 


of takeout business, but when 
MHL changed their regulations 
with security, that became a 
non-starter — you can’t take 
coffee with you into the arena. 

"We just didn't see the up¬ 
tick in business we expected 
to see."

Foul — who also runs Tran¬ 
scend's two other locations in 
Argyll and Gameau — also said 
a large difficulty with business¬ 
es downtown is that Edmonton 
is in its “infancy" as a walking 
city,. and that when weather 
is anything other than ideal, 
peoples’ decisions are often 
driven by the availability and 
price of parking. 

A lack of downtown resi¬ 
dents near the shop and re¬ 
cent increases to parking rates 
downtown weren't helpful for 
his bottom line, he said. “It’s 
an issue city council has to look 
at. 1 have friends that used to 
go to the Citadel, to the sym- 
phony r , but now it's IB bucks 
to park. It’s insane." 

Ian O'Donnell, head of the 
Downtown Business Associa¬ 
tion, said Mark’s decision to 
close the shop is tough but 
also noted the abundance of 
similar offerings in the area 


near Transcend. 

“Certainly we don't like it 
when any business chooses 
to close their downtown loca¬ 
tion,'* O'Donnell said. “That 
indust ty has a lot of competi¬ 
tion and is a challenging one 
to differentiate yourself in with 
potential customers." 

In an ironic twist thru illus¬ 
trates the changing nature of 
the downtown market, as Tran¬ 
scend closes a new restaurant 
is opening in the same build¬ 
ing — Baiju. 

The restaurant, described 
as fine cocktails meets dim 
sum, is owned by the same 
people that run North 53 on 
124 Street. 

“f think location is what 
hurt them most and J think lo¬ 
cation will help us (with Baiju) 
the most," said Tyler Gushaty, 
general manager at North 53. 
“It's literally kitty-corner to 
the new arena and the whole 
Ice District." 

He said the two are polar op¬ 
posites, with different target 
customers. "People are going 
to grab a drink or bite before 
or after a game. 9 don’t think 
there's really a need for a cof¬ 
fee shop when you have Credo 
right down the street.’’ 
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The devastating fire that tipped through Fort McMurray last 
spring destroyed buildings, property — and trees.

Wildrose merger dominates Tory debate 


The question of whether Al¬ 
berta's two right-of-centre pol¬ 
itical parties should merge into 
one has dominated the final de¬ 
bate among the three candidates 
for the Leadership of the provin¬ 
cial Conservative party. 

jason Kenney told the debate 
audience in Medicine Hat on 
Wednesday night that the lor¬ 
ies and the Wildrose agree on 
many issues now. 

He says there's no good rea¬ 
son to risk a second-term jNUP 
government because of vote 


splitting. 

Richard Starke says he'd rather 
see some form of co-operation 
between the two parties, while 
Byron Nelson says now isn't the 
right time to be discussing the 
idea. Nelson says there's “zero 
chance" of creating a new con¬ 
servative party before the next 
election. 

The party will choose a new 
leader on March IS. 

Late last month, candidate 
Stephen Khan pulled out after 
saying the race had devolved into 


“vitriol, anger and division," add¬ 
ing the reputation of the party 
has been "damaged so badly ... 
that our credibility may be be¬ 
yond repair." 

Two other leadership candi¬ 
dates, Sandra Jansen and Uonna 
Kennedy-Glans. had previously 
quit the race, saying progres¬ 
sive voices were being forced 
out. Jansen, a Calgary MLA. has 
since joined the caucus of Pre¬ 
mier Rachel Notley. 

Wildrose Leader Brian Jean has 
opened the door to uniting wi th 


the Tones, but has said his mem¬ 
bership would have to Eigree. He 
said if they did. he would step 
down as Wildrose leader and 
run for the leadership of the 
new party in a contest to be held 
this summer. 

Kenney said if he wins the 
March IS Tory leadership, he 
would seek el mandate to dissolve 
the party and merge it with a 
dissolved Wildrose to create a 
new conservative entity, possibly 
titled the Conservative Party of 
Alberta, thecanad an press

Oil spills 
data too 
positive 

A researcher says the agency 
that monitors Alberta’s energy 
industry has underestimated 
the impact of tens of thousands 
of spills going back decades. 

Kevin Ti money, an bd mon¬ 
ton-area consulting biologist, 
used sophisticated statistical 
analysis, an extensive research 
review and comparisons with 
other jurisdictions to conclude 
the Alberta Energy Regulator 
doesn't have a good handle on 
how much oil and saline water 
has been released into the en¬ 
vironment or remains there. 

“Their spill volumes and re¬ 
covery volumes are too good to 
be true," said Timoney. who did 
the study on behalf of northern 
indigenous bands.. 

Timoney found that the 
regulator considered 100 per 
cent of the oil was recovered in 
53 per cent of the oil spills. The 
median recovery rate For oil 
was 100 per cent and for saline 
water B0 per cent. “Thousands 
of spills reporting essentially 
perfect oil recovery raise ques¬ 
tions of data validity."

Ravine walk celebrates winter

A Canadian oral legend has it 
that when there's a full moon 
in the winter sky, if you look 
just light, you will see a group 
of men condemned by the devil 
to their canoe, flying endlessly 
across the heavens. 

But there’s now an Edmon¬ 
ton twist to this night-based 
yarn, explains Daniel Conmoy- 
er, with La Cite francophone. 
“In February, they make a 
cameo in the Mill Creek Rav¬ 
ine. 1 ' he says. 

That cameo, of course, is 
this weekend's running of the 
Flyi ng Canoe Volant festival, 
which is in its ninth year. After 
several permutations over the 
years it has grown from 3,000 
people walking the ravine in 
its first year to 30.000 last year,

Coumoyer says. 

The legend that lends its 
name also inspires the night 
festival’s approach, as its activ¬ 
ities trace back to First Nation. 
Metis and French-Canadian 
oral stories. Most tell of men 
in the bush offered a pad with 
the devil in exchange for see¬ 
ing their distant sweeties, and 
ultimately condemned to fly 
the dark sky. 

All have morphed together 
in modern times, Cournoyer 
says. Today there’s even a ver¬ 
sion of the tale based in Fort 
McMnrray, where the men end 
up flying the sky in their pick¬ 
up trucks, he adds. 

Fittingly fora Canadian festi¬ 
val. its signature walk through 
the ravine is all about inter¬ 
acting with culture. 

Cournoyer says this year's 
ravine walk begins with two 
tipis offering talks on reconrili- 
ation and tea and bannock at 
the top, then descends down to 
a French-Canadian storyteller 
retelling the Flying Canoe tale 
in both English and French, 
and then finally to a Metis band 
with dancers, where people in 
the crowd will teach you how 
to get your jig on. 


"1 he objective is to partici¬ 
pate in something, not just 
observe,” Coumoyer says. “It's 
a festival that’s meant to en¬ 


gage you. It’s hilll of music and 
dancing, but you're not watch¬ 
ing the dance, you’re asked to 
participate in the dance." 


Within the ravine, lighting 
is provided by Edmonton's na¬ 
tionally renowned light genius, 
Dylan Toy maker [along with

sy and beauty, as if that w r ere 
lacking, and atop the ravine, 
around La Cite Francophone, 
the mood shifts to merri¬ 
ment. with bands, a bar serv¬ 
ing maples >n.i p whiskey lyep’l, 
a 50-metre ice slide, kick-sled 
races, and, of course, the hyper 
popular fat bike chariot race. 

Lournover says ail of it 
makes him feel Edmonton is 
experiencing a winter “ren¬ 
aissance," as we remember 
the ways we always loved win¬ 
ter, but forgot as technology 
pushed us inside. 

“We lost our strength about 
putting on our boots, our long- 
johns and a toque and going 
outside." he says. 

Given the growth of the 
festival, that looks to have 
changed.

In Texas, Republican law¬ 
makers pushed to deny money 
to cities with the policies on 
Thursday as demonstrators dis- 
rupted a hearing several times. 
Another U.S .-Mexico border 
state* California, is moving 
in the opposite direction by 
advancing a statewide sanc¬ 
tuary that would prohibit law 
enforcement in the nation’s 
most populated state from co¬ 
operating with federal immi¬ 
gration authorities. 

'['rump's recent executive 
orders threatening to withhold 
federal binding fro in commun¬ 
ities with sanctuary policies 
and calling for a border wail 
have produced widespread pro¬ 
tests and fears that more im¬ 
migration restrictions are in 
the future. The president's sup¬ 
porters have hailed the efforts. 

Cities have mostly taken 
up sanctuary laws. There's no 
official definition, but often 
they tell police not to inquire 
about the immigration status 


of those they arrest or they 
decline requests from immi¬ 
gration officials to keep de¬ 
fendants in custody while they 
await deportation, 

Phoenix leaders will con¬ 
sider a petition next month 
to adopt the policies* 

On the state level, California 
would not be the first to block 
police from enforcing federal 
immigration law. Oregon pion¬ 
eered statewide sanctuary in 
I9S7, when immigrant work¬ 
ers and their families were 
sometimes housed in appal¬ 
ling conditions despite their 
importance to agricultural 


profits. 

Oregon Cov. Kate Brown said 
she wilt enforce the law that 
prohibits police from detaining 
people who are in the U.S. il¬ 
legally but have not broken 
other laws. She ordered all 
state agencies, not just law 
enforcement, on Thursday to 
follow the policy. 

“They mow our lawns. They 
pick our grapes," Brown said 
last week. ’They take care of 
our children and they take care 
of our seniors, and 1 want to 
make sure they feel welcome 
in Oregon."

A peaceful, 
kind and diverse community 
has been treated as a pawn 
in a craven political strategy, 
and their faithful citizenship 
has been rewarded with a 
cruel lack of loyal ty. 

During the 2015 federal 
election, the Conservative 
leadership used Muslims 
as a ploy for gelling voles. 
Then-Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper repeatedly said 
that a majority of Canadians 
supported his government's 
ban on women wearing face- 
coverings like the niqab dur¬ 
ing citizenship ceremonies. 
When a Federal Court of Ap¬ 
peals struck down the ban,

Just call him Donald J. Trump, 
purveyor of love. A man who's 
quick to note how much he 
loves "the poorly educated." 
"Israel and the Jewish people,"

in his supporters, some of it

Understanding the confusion we’re in 

INTERVIEW 

I Am Not Your 
Negro gives 
fresh voice to 
James Baldwin 

One of the surest wavs to see the 
power and relevance of James 
Baldwin's words today would 
be to look at some of the signs 
of recent protesters, ‘if I love 
you 1 must make you conscious 
of things you do not see, 1 " read 
one. “The only way to be really 
despicable is to be contemptu¬ 
ous of other people's pain,* rwid 
another. 

Or you could see Raoul Peck's 
urgent and clarion documentary 
J Am Not Your Negro, it resur¬ 
rects Baldwin's words — his elo¬ 
quent poetry of injustice — with 
the same fire with which they 
were blazed. Beck’s film, which 
is nominated for best documen¬ 
tary at the Academy Awards, 
bears no talking heads. There's 
no analysis of Baldwin's influ¬ 
ence in literature or interpreta¬ 
tion of his politics. But there i s 
his voice: dear, direct and pier¬ 
cingly prescient. 

“J wanted the confrontation 
to be direct from his words, him¬ 
self to the audience, 1 " feck, who

shares his screenwriting credit 
with Baldwin, said. T wits the 
messenger." 

It took Peck, the Haitian-horn 
filinn taker of Sometimes in April, 
years to find the right avenue 
into Baldwin for I Am Not Your 
Negro, which opens in theatres 
Friday. A great responsibility 
hung over the decade-long en¬ 
deavour. Peck says, to bring Bald¬ 
win to the forefront. 

“1 read Baldwin as a teenager 
and his writing never left me," 
said Peck. "His writing structured 
the man l am today and the film¬ 
maker l am today. I wanted to 
make sure the next generation 
had access to Baldwin." 

Peck was welcomed by Bald¬ 
win's estate, which is managed 
by Baldwin's younger sister, Glor¬ 
ia Knrefa-Smart. But the key to 
the film only emerged when 
Karda-Smart gave Peck the pages 
of Remember I'his House, which 
Baldwin completed 30 pages of 
before his death in 1987 at age 
S3. The unfinished book was in¬ 
tended to stitch together reflec¬ 
tions on three assassinated civil 
rights leaders: Malcolm X, Martin 
Luther Kingjr. and Medgar idvers. 

But 1 Am Not Your Negro isn't 
a time capsule. It’s about today. 
Peck juxtaposes Baldwin's words 
with images of police brutality, 
the Black Lives Matter move¬ 


ment and other recent events. 
Other images flicker at times 

— John Wayne and Doris Day 

— that question the white pic¬ 
ture of America promoted by 
Hollywood. 

As he toiled. Peck found his 
film increasingly timely, a rel¬ 
evance that has only increased 
since the election. When the 
Ferguson protests grew, he sent 
a crew to document it. 

“I knew how fundamental 
Baldwin's words were and [ knew 
they were important to under¬ 
stand the confusion we were 
in" said Peck. “ What I did not 
expect is that it would become 
so obvious and 1 would have so 
many examples and illustrations 
of what 1 was working on." 

Aisha KaiefarS-mart, Baldwin's 
niece, says Peck's film, which 
includes excerpts from the FBI's 
extensive file on Baldwin, was 
revelatory. "It made me under¬ 
stand my family more in terms 
of the hushed tones that people 
spoke in and the unspoken fears 
that permeated the household." 

Ai festival screenings, she has 
watched the Elm help resurrect 
her unde. “A lot of kids are upset 
they didn’t know who he was." 
says Karefo-Smart. “He was kind 
of the background fora while." 

That has changed in recent 
years. Baldwin is widely taught in 


universities, Ihe Library of Amer¬ 
ica has published his essays, and 
stories with introductions from 
Toni Morrison.

house, get freaked out leave," 
stoiyline. in The Amityville Hor¬ 
ror: The tvit tscapes. a cursed 
lamp causes all sorts of trouble 
when it is shipped from the evil 


Long Island house to a Califor¬ 
nian mansion. 

Much weirder is Rubber, the 
story of a killer tire (yes, you 
read that right) with psycho- 
kinetic powers — think Carrie 
with treads — who terrorizes 
the American southwest. 

It's an absurdist tract on how 
and why we watch movies, what 
entertainment is and the movie 
business, among other things. 

But frankly, mostly it's about 
a tire rolling around the desert

“This performance is for 
everyone. I want to. more than 
anything, create a moment that 
everyone that's watching will 
never forget." she said in a press 
conference Thursday in Houston. 

Gaga wouldn't reveal what 
songs she would sing, how many 
costumes she’ll wear or any sta¬ 
ging details, but promised a "tne- 
mendously athletic" show and 
no reappearance of her infamous 
meat dress. 

She also said there wouldn’t 
be any wardrobe malfunctions 
— like Janet Jackson's infamous 
moment when she performed 
at the List Super Bowl held in 
Houston in 2Q04. 

“Hveiything is going to be n ice 
and right," Gaga said. "1 wouldn't

When Gaga debuted in 2CKJS. 
her sound was a mix nf elec¬ 
tronic. dance and pop sounds, 
including the hits looker Face 
and Just Dance. 

Her latest album though, Jo¬ 
anne. delves into country and 
acoustic rock territory, and she 
said she plans to perform songs 
from her entire catalogue. 

The 30-year-old singer, who 
sang the national anthem at last 
year's Super Bowl, was nomin¬ 
ated for the best original song 
Oscar last year and won a Golden 
Globe for her role on the LX ser¬ 
ies American Horror Story. Gaga 
said she considers being asked to 
be the halftime headliner is due 


to her fans, affectionately known 
as "little monsters" 

"Essentially, that kid that 
couldn't get a seat at the cool 
kids' table and that kid who was 
kicked out of the house because 
his mom and dad didn't accept 
him for who he was?

It’s dusk, which in northern 
E.C. during the summertime 
means dose to it) p.m.

Alberta gets all the attention 
for dinosaurs, but there were 
dinosaurs in B.C, too. Only three 
known tyraunosaur trackways 
have been discovered in the 
world and till three are in the 
Peace Region of E.C. It's also 
home to the only known bron¬ 
tosaur trackway in Canada. 

We make our way onto a shelf 
of rock beside a rushing river, 
lit by the moon. It's difficult to 
see fossils during the day, when 
the sun in shining directly on 
them. But with low-angled" lan¬ 
tern light, shapes start to emerge 
from the rocks. 

And here, on this slab of rock, 
there are more than 80 fossils. 
As Moreau-Coulson positions bis 
lantern at a strategic angle, it’s 
easy to make out the footprint 
of an animal that is a heck of a 
lot bigger than a bear. This is a 
thenopod footprint, he explains, 
from 94 million years ago. 

Northeastern B.C. was a hot 


spot for dinosaur activity, but 
it only gained the attention of 
the scientific community after 
dinosaur footprints were discov¬ 
ered in 2000 by two local boys. 
Now" the region is also starting 
to get the attention of tourists. 

in 2015, the region was offi¬ 
cially recognized as a UNESCO 
Global Geopark, thanks to its 
97-milLion-year-old dinosaur foot¬ 
prints and fossils — with more 
than 40 bone beds and track sites 


accessible through a network of 
hiking trails. 

Eack at the Peace Region 
Paleontology Research Centre, 
one of the lead paleontologists 
takes us through a set of doors 
with a staff-only sign. 

“This is where the magic hap¬ 
pens." lisa Buckley says. She also 
serves as the centre's curator 
and collections manager when 
she r s not out on a dig. 

Buckley pauses and corrects 


herself. “Actually, this is where 
the science happens." 

Buckley points out an Ice Age 
bison skull that's being prepared 
for display in the Dinosaur Dis¬ 
covery Centre. There's also a 
mammoth tusk, discovered by 
workers in a commercial gravel 
pit near Taylor, B.C. We come 
across a latex peel stretched 
across the floor, a replica of a 
trackway found out in the wild. 
The real trackway consists of 19

footprints, made by a medium- 
sized, plant-eating dinosaur; the 
rest of the trackway is waiting 
to be uneart hed. The latex peel 
allows researchers to learn more 
about dinosaur anatomy. 

Tumbler Ridge, in the nigged 
Rockies, was once covered in 
swampy, coastal forests, which 
preserved many of these foot¬ 
prints as fossils. 

“Even though there's been 
a lot of technological advan¬ 
ces with finding fossils, a lot of 
the basic techniques haven't 
changed in over 300 yearsT 
Buckley says. “You have to go 
out and walk areas and physic¬ 
ally see them.”

He values the team's overall 
culture ahead of its individual 
pans. 

He rules his team with an 
iron fist, and yet instills that 
team with a sense of family. 

He can appear heartless — 
quick to say "goodbye 1 * to those 
who no longer fit in — and yet, 
he is deeply loyal. 

He has hard-and-fast ideas 
about how to run his own team, 
but is never against learning and 
adding bits of others' expertise 
to his own repertoire. 

Yes, this is a description of 
New England coach Bill Beli- 
chick, who am set himself apart 
Sunday by winning a record fifth 
Super Bowl title as a head coach. 

It's also a de scription of for¬ 
mer coaches Chuck Noll of the 
Steelers and Tom Landry of the 
Cowboys and Alabama's Nick 
Saban. 

“Xs and Gs are the price of ad¬ 
mission," says John O'Sullivan, 
founder of the Changing the 
Game project, who speaks often 
about the importance of coach¬ 
ing in society. “But great coach¬ 
es, the first thing they do is con¬ 
nect. When you connect with 
people, they'll run through a 
wall for you. 1 " 

Belichick, a people person? 
The same might have been said, 
or asked, about the most iconic 
coaches, whose time facing the 
public usually involves five- and 
10-minute segments with the 
media during which their main 


goal is to not reveal anything im¬ 
portant about their game plan 
— or much about themselves. 

The effort — and sometimes, 
accolades— they get from their 
players says more. 

Terry Bradshaw couldn't 
stand Noll on their way to win¬ 
ning four Super Bowls with Pitts¬ 
burgh. Only year's later did the 
Hall of fame quarterback con¬ 
cede that he benefited from 
Noll's coaching. "Did I respect 
him? Of course l did,'* Bradshaw 
said last year, “'Like him? No,. 1 
didn't like him." 

A lot has been made this year 
of New England's decision to 
part ways with two key cogs in 
its defence—Chandler Jones in 
the off-season, then linebacker 
Jamie Collins, who w r as (ruth¬ 


lessly?) traded away to winless 
Cleveland in October. That de¬ 
fence still allowed the fewest 
points in the league. 

Belichick is hardly the first 
coach faced with those sorts 
of choices. In the '70s. Landry 
spent a season shuffling be¬ 
tween Roger Stan bach and 
Craig Morton at quarterback. 
Eventually, he recognized the 
Cowboys could only succeed 
with one of them, and he chose 
Staubach, while trading Morton 
to the Giants. 

"Sometimes it 
is unfortunate 
to have to 
make such 
a decision," 
Landiy said 
at foe time.
